ITALIANS CAPTURE HEIGHTS. 
(Compiled from A. P Dispatches.) 
Again the allied line has been 


moved forward in the important sec- 
tor northwest of Chateau-Thierry, 
•where the Germans in their late 
spring rush between the Aisne and 
the Marne made their nearest ap- 
proach to Paris. 


American troops figured conspicu- 


ously in this operation, carried out 
last night in conjunction with the 
French.

Some important wooded land also 


was seized and a secure hold obtain- 
ed on new sections of the main high- 
way leading from Chateau-Thierry to 
Paris. 


In overrunning this ground the 


'American forces took 257 German 
prisoners, including five officers, to- 
gether with numerous machine guns, 
and quantities of material. 
The 


French look a score or more of pris- 
oners, bringing the total up to more 
than 300. 


Effective assistance to the Amer- 


ican Infantry in their forward dash 
was evidently given by the French ar- 
tillery, which is posted on hill No. 
204, 
about midway between Vaux 


and Chateau-Thierry. 


From this eminence, which forms 


the bastion of the defensive line near 
the 'apex of the Germans Marne sal- 
lent, tho allied line has been carried 
forward all the way to a point be- 
yond Vaux, making the position a 


greatly improved one for either of- 
fensive or defensive purposes. 


This operation was evidently a 


continuation of the Franco-American 
forward movement carried out by 
local attacks, which has been pro- 
gressing actively of late in this sec- 
tor. 
It already has resulted In the 


straightening and improvement of 
the line to a marked extent from the 
allied view point. 


Should it continue to be pushed, 


the movement promises further im- 
portant results by the pinching out 
process upon German salients which 
have made the line an irregular one 
between the Marne and the Clignon, 
near the northerly end of the Amer- 
ican sector. 


On the British front in the Pi- 


cardy area Field Marshal ^Haig's 
troops have been forced to fight hard 
to hold their new line northeast of 
Amiens, where on Sunday night they 
forced the Germans out of a valuable 
position on the high ground near 
Bouzincourt, north of Albert.

Germans 
counter-attacked 


strongly there last night but failed 
to regain their lost territory.

a man grown, of established reputa- 
tion and of var!4d experiuiice before 
he came to Columbus.

that he accepted the pastorate 


of First Congregational church, which 
he continued to hold for 31 years, re- 
linquishing official hold only at the 
close of 1913 and continuing there- 
after in the relation of pastor emer- 
itus. 
Rev. Dr. 
Gladden was 46 


years of age, married, and the father 
•of three children' when he came to 
Columbus. 


He was born in Pottsgrovc, Pa., in 


1836. 
His father was a school 


teacher from New England. 
The 


family had been in America for two 
or three generations previous and is 
traced to England. 


While at Springfield. Mass.. Dr. 


Gladden resumed his literary work. 
His 
printed 
works 
being

Thoughts on the Art of Living." 
"'From the Hub to the Hudson," 
"Working Men and Their Employ- 
ers," "Being a Christian: What It 
Means and How to Begin." "The 
Christian Way," "The Lord's Pray- 
er," "The Christian League of Con- 
necticut."

Rev. Dr Gladden came to Colum- 


bus Christmas week, 1882, largely 
upon the conviction that in what-was 
then considered the middle west he 
would have larger opportunities for 
service than in the conservative com- 
munities of New England, where he 
had labored for so many years. For 
many years he manifested a deep in- 
terest in educational work and from 
time to time lectured before colleges 
and universities of the United States 
and England 
He began in 1886 with 


a series of lectures to the students 
of Ohio State 
University. 
These 


were 
subsequently 
reprinted 
in 


London. 


Other schools where he lectured 


are the divinity school of Yale, Cor- 
nell University, Mansfield College, 
University 
of 
Oxford, 
England; 


Meadville 
Theological 
Seminary, 


Iowa College an<L ,Leland Stanford, 
jr., University. 


One of the facts of his life which 


made a deep impression upon Rev. 
Dr. Gladden, aside from the work in 
his ministry, was his membership of 
the Columbus city council, 1900- 
1902. His membership in this body 
was the subject of extensive news- 
paper and magaine comment at the 
time and occupies one of the largest 
chapters in his autobiography. 


Some years ago Rev. Dr. Gladden 


attacted national attention by his 
protest against acceptance of "taint- 
ed money" in the Rockefeller gift to 
missions. 


Various honors directly and indi- 


rectly connected with his Christian 
ministry came to him. He was prom- 
inent in the religious congress at the 
Chicago Exposition in 1893- In 1891 
he was delegate to the international 
congress 
of Congregationalists 
at 


London, and for three years he was 
moderator 
of 
the 
Congregational 


church of America, the highest hon- 
or in 'the gift of that denomination 
of this country. 


None of his manifestaUons""t»f po- 


litical interest attracted more atten- 
tion than his great friendship for 
Theodore Roosevelt1. This began in 
the days when the ex-president was' 
police commissioner in New York, 
and Rev. Dr. Gladden, according to 
records, reasonably may claim to K 


j the original Roosevelt man in Colum- 
! bus. 
The ex-president has been a 


guest at the Gladden home on his 
visits to Columbus, and it was at 
that house that the finishing touches 
were put on the notable speech 
wherein Roosevelt, speaking before 
the legislature in the statehouse in 


i 1912, practically cast his hat into the 
ring as an independent candidate for 
president- 


Through the instrumentalities of 


Roosevelt. Rev. Dr. Gladden was able 
to assist in the settlement of the 
great anthracite <-oal strike of 1902.. 


Funeral 
servif-es for Rev. Dr. 


Washington Gladden will be held at 
4:30 
p. m. tomorrow, in the First 


Congregational church of which he 
was pastor for many years, and at 
the time of his death pastor emeritus. 
The body will lie in state in the 
church from 2 to 4 p. m. Rev. Irving 
Myers, the church pastor, will con- 
duct the services, probably assisted 
by Dr. King, president of Obcrlin 
College. 
Burial will be here.

It is a good idea to teach your chil.-

ECONOMY OF FUEL. 


Scientific 
authorities have long 


been telling us that enormous quan- 
tities of fuel are wasted in the pro- 
duction of steam power. 
One au- 


thority states that 35 per cent of 
the combustion of coal could be sav- 
ed by installing meehanical stokers 
that feed the coal evenly to the fire. 


The traditions of American life 


are contrary to much 
interference 


with the individual. 
If a manufac- 


turer was burning 35 per cent more 
fuel than he needs, we have looked 
at it that that was his own affair 
exclusively. 
If he was fool enough 


to throw away that money, we have 
said that it was his own business, 
and no one should interfere. 


But now we see what fatal conse- 


quence may come from such wastes. 
Last winter many of our factories 
had to stop because of lack of coal. 
Enormous quantities of corn spoiled 
ia store houses, because the rail- 
roads were so congested by lack of 
fuel that^Jihe corn 
could not be 


" transported to the mill. 


• The time has come when we must 
stop these wastes. 
The man who 


burns up coal needlessly oecause he 
has an unsuitable boiler, must be in- 
formed that he is depleting the com- 
mon stock', which is contrary to pub- 
lic policy. 


The waste of coal can be seen in 


all manufacturing towns where great 
clouds of half 
consumed fuel are 


pouring into the air in the form of 
heavy smoke. 
It 
destroys house 


paint and furnishings, a'nd adds to 
the cost of living, so that the waste- 
ful coal user injures the community 
in two ways. 
These are matters in i 


which the government and the busi- 
ness community will have to co-oper- 
ate to secure more economical use of. 
our resources. 
Fuel economy must 


be studied and necessary appliances 
provided so that our limited stock 
of fuel shall be made to go as far 
as possible.
